Hill troops deployed 


to halt Laos assault 


VIENTIANE (UPI) — A U.S.- supported 
hill tribe general has deployed his troops 
along a 55-mile mountain front in an at­ 
tempt to stop the North Vietnamese as­ 
sault in Laos and save two major Ameri­ 
can support bases. 
Military sources 
said 
today Maj. 
Gen. Vang Pao has his troops 
posi­ 
tioned on hilltops that rise to 7,000 feet 
stretching from the junction of highways 
7 and 
13 
to an area north of the two 
U.S. bases at San Thong and Long Cheng, 
his headquarters. 
North Vietnamese 
troops with tanks 
drove Vang Pao’s so-called clandestine 
army from the Plain of Jars last week 
and pushed westward toward 
the key 
highway junction and southward to the 
U.S. camps. 
“ They could probably take them (the 
American bases) if they want to make 
the effort and pay the price,” one source 
said of the North Vietnamese, estimat­ 
ed to be 20,000 men strong, outnumber­ 
ing the Laotians two to one. 
If San Thong and Long Cheng fell, 
the government defenders would have to 
fall back to the south and base them- 


selves in Vientiane itself, 
below Long Cheng. 
60 miles 


Military sources 
said today the hill 
tribe troopers had set up a defense line 
six miles northeast of San Thong, the 
center for U.S. 
refugee and logistics 
aid for Northern Laos. 
The defense of San Thong, 60 miles 
north of Vientiane, is tied directly to 
that of Long Cheng, 
headquarters for 
Pao's army and site of a U.S. air field, 
a few miles southeast of San Thong. 
Three newsmen who penetrated Long 
Cheng earlier this week reported seeing 
dozens of Americans there in civilian 
clothes, apparently Central Intelligence 
Agency advisers, and scores of U.S. 
planes being used to support the Laotian 
defense effort. 


From Washington, Secretary 
of De­ 
fense Melvin 
R. Laird said Thursday 
the United States has no ground troops 
fighting 
in Laos but does have war­ 
planes bombing Communist movements 
that threaten U.S. troops in South Viet­ 
nam.

-$25,000 for the first phase develop­ 
ment of River Park. 


Israel flight 
warnings given

the Arab world for fear of sabotage.

Others demanded that the Middle 
East be declared a “ hostile area” and 
closed to all flights until the situation 
eases.

would press for such a ban at today's 
meeting of the International Air Trans­ 
port Workers' Federation in London. 
An international 
pilots organization 
said Thursday it will consider a strike 
when its officers meet next month unless 
better security arrangements are made. 


Disaster area declared 
after third violent night 


SANTA BARBARA (UPI) - About 300 
National 
Guard troops were bivouaced 
in the student community of Isla Vista 
near the University of California at 
Santa Barbara and 
300 more were en- 
route from the Los Angeles area this 
morning 
after three straight nights of 
campus violence. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan called in the Na­ 
tional Guard at the request 
of Sheriff 
James Webster after rock - and - bottle 
throwing melees which injured seven 
police officers, two students, and at 
the peak involved some 1,200 students. 
There were 16 arrests. 
Sheriffs Lt. Michael Swan said, “ The 
guard will be used but exactly how and 
when will be determined sometime lat­ 
er in the morning.” 
Some 
400 “hardcore agitators” us­ 
ing hit - and - run tactics withdrew to 
their 
apartment dwelling around mid­ 
night 
Thursday night after battling 350 
police, 
sh eriffs deputies and highway 
patrolmen for more than seven hours. 
Police officers 
retreated to a field 
command 
post after an order to “ Load 
up all the prisoners. Clear the parking 
lot area and 10-19.” The 10-19 command 
is police code for “ Return to the sta­ 
tion.” 
Officers in hard - hats 
with plastic 


eye 
shields withdrew 
after a see-saw 
battle between 
dem onstrators hurling 
rocks and Molotov 
cocktails and offi­ 
cers firing tear gas. 
There were exchanges of epithets as 
police shouted, “ Get inside you creeps.” 
The command post reported gunshots 
were fired in their direction, but no of­ 
ficers were wounded. 
Authorities 
said Winslow C. Tisdel, 
35, 
Goleta, Calif., was shot in the 
shoulder by a campus policeman when 
he 
attempted to run his car through a 
roadblock at an entrance to the universi­ 
ty 
facing the troubled area. Tisdel, 
who police said was a participant in the 
disturbance, 
was listed in fair condi­ 
tion. 
The demonstrators, many of whom 
live in the area, would return to near­ 
by 
apartments as the officers passed, 
then regroup at Perfect Park, one block 
from where a bank and coin laundry 
were burned to the ground and 36 persons 
arrested earlier Thursday. 
Officers 
fired 
volleys 
of tear gas 
into the rock - throwing crowd when it 
charged a command post in a shopping 
center parking lot. A police helicopter 
dropped 
more tear gas and the group 
melted back into the apartment com­ 
plex. 


The crowd, 
described by a sherifFs 
spokesman as “ hard-core 
agitators,” 
ignored a county imposed sunup to sun­ 
down 
curfew and a threat by Gov. Ron­ 
ald Reagan to provide “ everything that 
needs providing, including m artial law, 
to stop this thing from 
going on.” 


Reagan 
declared 
Santa Barbara, an 
affluent 
seaside resort and artist colo­ 
ny, to be in “ a state of extrem e em er­ 
gency” after 1.500 young persons seiz­ 
ed the same three - block business dis­ 
trict early Thursday in a rock and bot­ 
tle 
throwing 
rampage 
climaxed 
by 
the burning of the business establish­ 
ments. 


In the latest violence, police vehicles 
and fire equipment driving on the out­ 
sk irts 
of the troubled area were pelted 
with rocks and bottles and four trash- 
can fires were started. 
Reagan said: “ This cannot be allowed 
to continue. We’re not going to allow 
this situation to get out of hand as it has 
in other communities. We’ve known there 
was going to be a change in approach — 
instead of hitting things like adm inistra­ 
tion buildings they would hit local busi­ 
n esses.”

Nixon asks new power 


over labor disputes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on asked Congress today for broad new 
powers — including a compulsory settle­ 
ment process — to deal with labor dis­ 
putes in the transportation field such as 
the threatened stoppage of the nation’s 
railroads. 


Declaring present laws covering labor 
disputes in the transportation industry 
are inadequate, Nixon advocated what he 
described as a “ final offer selection” 
to break deadlocks. 
He asked Congress to extend the pres­ 
ent 
80-day 
cooling off period allowed 
the 
government for up to an additional 


30 days, 
to perm it the government to 
compel 
partial operation of struck 
transportation 
industries if needed and 
to impose the compulsory 
settlem ent 
machinery as a last resort. 


Under the last procedure, each of the 
parties would be given three daystosub. 
mit either one or two final offers to the 
labor secretary. The parties would then 
be given five days to meet and bargain 
over the final offers. If no agreement was 
reached, 
a special group of three neu­ 
tral panelists would be set up by either 
the disputants or the President and the 
special 
group would choose one of the 


final offers as the final and binding set­ 
tlement. 


Nixon said this procedure would b€ 
preferable to compulsory 
arbitratior 
which rail unions have always opposec 
in the past because it would encourage 
both sides to “ compete to make the mosl 
reasonable and most realistic final offer 
— one which will have the best chance 
to win the panel’s endorsem ent.” 


In his special m essage to Congress, 
Nixon said: “ Our highly interdependent 
economy is extraordinarily vulnerable tt 
any major interruption in the flow ol 
roods

for more school impact funding 


WASHINGTON

Nixon administration bowed to 
congressional 
insistence 
on 
more “ impacted” school aid 
today as the Senate began a 
largely political scrap over a 
Labor-HEW appropriations bill 
that President Nixon already 
has vetoed once. 
With administration approval, 
Sen. 
Norris Cotton, R-N.H., 
urged passage of a $19.4billion 
bill carying an automatic 2 per 
cent cut, which would bring it 
to roughly $19 billion. 
The $19.4 billion figure was 
passed by the House last week. 
Cotton introduced the 2 per

in 
the 
Senate; 
Appropriations C o m m itte e 
Thursday 
to 
bring 
the bill 
within 
$232 
million 
of the 
amount Nixon suggested. 
In return, Cotton said, “ I was 
authorized by HEW to state 
that if the bill passed with the 2 
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per cent figure, none of it 
would be taken from impacted 
aid 
or 
Hill-Burton 
hospital 
funds.”

the 
administration 
said ‘ it could 
swallow $440 million for impact 
ed aid. The House voted $520 
million, and Cotton’s statement 
indicated Nixon would fight it 
no more.

Republican National 
Chairman Rogers C. B. Morton 
will address delegates Saturday 
night. 
U.S. Sen. George Murphy — 
who, like Reagan, is running 
for selection —canceled his 
scheduled appearance at the 
last 
minute 
to 
remain 
in 
Washington to vote on the HEW 
appropriations bill. 
One 
speaker 
of 
interest 
Sunday will be Schrade. 
Many 
committee members 
worked 
behind - the - scenes 
against Schrade in his recent 
overthrow of fellow Republican 
Howard Way of Exeter. Way 
forces now are attempting to 
mount a countercoup to regain 
the Senate leadership. 
Republicans at the grassroots 
level had become incensed at 
Schrade for allegedly promising 
to protect friendly Democrats 
during next year’s reapportion- 
ment of legislative districts. 
The GOP has been working for 
years to gain control of the 
legislature so it could write the 
once-a-decade reapportionment 
bill. 
Carpenter said in an inter­ 
view that he recently conferred 
with Schrade and the San Diego 
Republican promised to “ em­ 
phatically” deny any Democrat 
tic 
favoritism 
during 
his 
Sunday remarks. 
“ If Mr. Schrade made any 
arrangements on reapportion­ 
ment,” Carpenter added, “ he 
will have to crawl over my 
dead body and the governor's to 
carry them out. And my dead 
body rises to a considerable 
height.” 


Schrade also has come under

for accepting a $5,000

Major welfare reform 


predicted for passage

WASHINGTON 
(UPP-Rep. 
Wilbur D. Mills, chairman of 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee, 
today 
predicted 
House passage in mid-March of 
the 
most 
sweeping welfare 
reform in three decades -a 
plan that would guarantee an 
annual income for the nation’s 
working poor. 
M ills’ 
committee accepted 
Presidnet Nixon’s plan Thurs­ 
day and Mills said he would 
vote for it when the formal 
committee consideration comes 
up next Tuesday or Wednesday. 
But he declined to say how he 
will vote when the measure 
goes before the full House. 
Mills said “ I ’m reserving my 
rights” whether to support on 
the House floor the guaranteed 
annual 
income-6omething he 
has said he opposes. “ I ’m going 
to 
a retreat, and do some 
praying,” he said with a smile. 
“ Who is going to oppose money 
for old people and children? ” 
The plan could double present 
federal welfare costs, once the 
first full year of the program 
becomes effective July 1, 1971. 
The latest administration esti­ 
mate of additional costs, with 
the 
committee 
changes, 
is 
“ around $4.4 billion a year.” 
Mills also discounted a report 
that Democrats were setting a 
trap for Republicans, because 
the welfare plan would play 
havoc with President Nixon’s 
tight budget. “ The committee is 
reporting a sincere b ill,” he 
said. 
The committee basically ac­ 
cepted 
the 
administration’s 
welfare plan to provide mini­ 
mum annual incomes for nearly 
four million families composed 
of 20 million persons, once an 
adult in the family registers for 
work.

Cowell said the officers were 
outnumbered about 10 to one and 
had extreme difficulty reaching 
the bank and getting out of the 
area again. He said by the time 
the officers arrived the guard 
had escaped. 
In answer to a councilman’s 
question, Robertson said Lom­ 
poc police had authority to make 
arrests in any part of Santa 
Barbara County and had actu­ 
ally accounted for 10 arrests 
Wednesday night. 
The council also approved 
spending up to $4,200 for the 
immediate repair of a fire truck 
engine.

Treatment is given only by qualified pro-. 
fessional persons under medical direc­ 
tion. 
The Easter Seal Society currently em­ 
ploys more than 4,400 physical and oc­ 
cupational therapists, speech patholo­ 
gists, camping and recreation special­ 
ists, administrators and other rehabili­ 
tation personnel. 
A National Profes­ 
sional Advisory Council and many state 
and local councils, made up of dis­ 
tinguished medical and rehabilitation 
authorities, advise in the conduct of 
service programs. Treatment and other 
services are given each year to nearly 
a quarter million crippled children and 
adults, regardless of the cause of crip­ 
pling or age. 
In our own state last 
year some 26,000 children and adults 
were helped by local Easter Seal So­ 
cieties. 
Easter Seal facilities in California 
include four rehabilitation centers, eight 
speech centers, four regional centers, 
four resident camps, a treatment cen­ 
ter, and a pre-school. Many membersof 
the local community are provided with 
this care. Each summer local children 
are provided with a summer day camp. 
Others from this area are flown to 
Camp Harmon to participate in resi­ 
dent camping. 
At thèse camps each 
child is provided with one-to one and 
two to one supervisory care provided 
by professionals and local volunteers. 
Several children attend in wheelchairs 
and many are in braces. 
Cost of the nationwide Easter Seal 
program was approximately $30-million 
dollars in the fiscal year 1967-68. 
It 
is financed mainly by the voluntary con­ 
tributions of millions of Americans dur­ 
ing the annual Easter Seal Campaign. 
Legacies and special gifts also con­ 
stitute a substantial share. 
Approximately 90 percent of all funds 
are retained within the state where 
raised, and 75 percent will remain with­ 
in Santa Barbara County. 
In 1969 
$1,415.29 was raised through local con­ 
tributions. 
A goal of $2,000.00 is the 
aim for 1970. 
Under the guidance of 
Mrs. Earl Panner, Lompoc Easter Seal 
Chairman and Santa Barbara Easter 
Seal Board member, there is no door- 
to-door soliciting. 
Through the help 
of local merchants, agencies, and vol­ 
unteers, the goal is achieved through 
fund-raising projects. The biggest lo­ 
cal fund-raising project is the annual 
champagne fashion show with clothing 
made and modeled by local women and 
girls. 
The fashion show will be held 
in the Veteran’s Memorial Hall, March 
14. Tickets may be purchased at Betty’s 
Fabrics. 
Other activities will include an in­ 
vitational party at the Village Inn March 
20. 
“ Coin Cakes” will be placed in 
strategic spots throughout the city dur­ 
ing the month of March.

Girl volunteers will present miniature 
paper lilies in exchange for all dona­ 
tions during “ Lily Days” March 21 
and 28.

Just 
look at the East and West 
hands and you can finesse 
a g a i n s t East’s queen of 
trumps. There is also an 
easy way to go down if you 
are playing the hand. You 
play out the two top spades 
and wind up losing a trump 
and three clubs. This is the 
best percentage trump play 
if you haven’t seen the East- 
West cards, but it is not the 
way to play the hand. 


A winning player will plan 
to force his o p p o n e n t s to 
take the trump finesse for 
him. 
He wins the heart lead, 
plays a diamond to the ace, 
ruffs a diamond in dummy, 
cashes the other high heart, 
ruffs a heart, ruffs his last 
diamond and leads out dum­ 
my’s last heart. 
S h o u l d East hold four 
hearts i n s t e a d of West, 
South would discard a club 
but, since West holds the 
four hearts. South ruffs and 


plays a low club from his 
hand. There is method in 
this play. As long as South 
can play the clubs so as to 
make it impossible for East 
to win the third club lead 
and have a fourth club to 
lead, South is sure of his 
contract. 
As it is, West will win 
the third club and lead the 
fourth one. South will be 
down to the ace-jaek-10 of 
trumps, while dummy will 
be holding the king-eight of 
t r u m p s and a club, and 


South will be sure of the last 
three tricks. 


The play is foolproof as 
long as 
West 
holds 
four 
hearts and the diamonds go 
around three times. 


In case East happens to 
hold the four hearts, South 
would then be forced to play 
the spades himself, but he 
would have been in the same 
position as if he had started 
trumps early.

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - Two 
governors 
urged Congress 
to 
keep 
federal anticrime 
money flowing through state 
houses rather than diverting it 
directly to cities. 
Govs. Raymond P. Shafer of 
Pennsylvania and William T. 
Cahill of New 
Jersey, 
both 
Republicans, 
told a 
House 
Judiciary subcommittee 
that 
direct grants to cities would 
fragment law enforcement ef­ 
forts at a time when coordina­ 
tion is badly needed. 
Another Republican governor, 
Jack 
Williams 
of Arizona, 
testified that his state’s exper­ 
ience under the block grant 
system, with the state granting 
“ extremely successful.” 
money to cities, 
has 
been 
“ extremely successful.” 
The 
governors 
were 
in 
Washington 
for 
the 
winter 
meeting of the National Gover­ 
nors 
Conference. 
Much 
of 
today’s 
closing activity was 
devoted to congressional lobby­ 
ing.

The issue of anticrime grants 
has

states —which

handle 85 per cent of federal 
funds 
—and 
cities,

charge they are being short 
changed by state governments. 
The subcommittee is con­ 
sidering a measure to reduce 
such grants to 50 per cent of 
money 
available

law 
enforcement efforts. 
Shafer said, “ If the fight 
against crime and the improve­ 
ment of our criminal justice 
system is to occur, then the 
planning for the attack must be 
comprehensive. And it can’t be 
comprehensive if every commu­ 
nity is allowed to go its own 
way.”

previously known only through 
a few mentions in Assyrian 
documents. 
In a book titled “ Looking for 
Dilmun,” Bibby said discovery 
of a city site that may have 
been in existence as long ago as 
5000 B.C. convinced him that 
Dilmun was older than Sumer, 
generally regarded as the land 
where civilization began. 
“ One thing was clear,” he 
said. “ Civilization was over a 


thousand years older in the 
Gulf 
lands 
than 
we 
had 
believed, 
and somehow that 
thousand years of history had 
to be filled.” 
Bibby ranks Dilmun, which 
flourished on the trade routes 
between the Middle East and 
Northern 
India, 
with Egypt, 
Babylon, Sumer and the lands 
along the Indus Valley among 
the great civilizations of the 
ancient world. 


The archeologist’s interest in 
the area dates back to the late 
40s, when his curiosity was 
aroused by the sight of many 
square miles of desert mounds 
on the island of Bahrain, where 
he was working for the Iraq 
Petroleum Co. 
Later, he was able to obtain a 
grant from the Danish Scienti­ 
fic Foundation to excavate the 
mounds, which proved to be 
Dilmun graves.

Supervisors hold up action on 
salary request for court reporters 


The Board of Supervisors 
held up action for one week on 
a recommendation by the coun­ 
ty administrative officer to have 
legislation introduced to pro­ 
vide a $13,500 annual salary 
for reporters of the Santa Bar­ 
bara - Goleta Municipal School 
District. 


The holdup came as Supervi­ 
sor Curtis Tunnell, of Santa 
Maria, 
questioned some por­ 
tions of the report by Adminis­ 
trative Officer Raymond 
D. 
Johnson. 
The 
report quoted 
Judge Morris Stephan of Santa 
Maria as saying he felt an an­ 


nual salary is not yet war­ 
ranted for reporters in his ju­ 
dicial district. 
Further information will be 
sought from Santa Maria courts, 
it was agreed, before final ac­ 
tion is taken. 


Reporters in the county muni­ 
cipal courts are now paid $45 
per day. 
In addition, they re­ 
ceive transcript fees for crim­ 
inal 
proceedings. 
Reporters 
furnish their own Stenotype ma­ 
chines, typewriters and dictat­ 
ing equipment as well as their 
own typist. 
County costs for fiscal year 
1968-69 for reporting and trans- 


script fees in the municipal 
court districts were $45,045 for 
Santa Barbara - Goleta district 
and $8,938 for the Santa Maria 
Municipal Court. 


Johnson estimated that the 
$13,500 annual salary for the 
three reporters would cost the 
county a total of $46,309, includ­ 
ing costs for retirement old age 
security 
and insurance con­ 
tributions by the county. Vaca­ 
tions would add to the cost, 
along with sick leave, and trans­ 
cript fees, for a gross cost of 
$64,279. 
However, estimated 
funding from $10 filing fee would 
cut this by $28,670 to $35,339.

Flying public to pay 


airport expansion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Con- 
gress has agreed on a bill 
under which the flying public 
wiP pay about three-fiftlis of 
the $15.6 billion federal cost of 
expanding and improving the 
»lation's airports in the 1970s. 


By a 77 to 0 vote the Senate 
Thursday passed its version of 
the Airport Airway Act, which 
would create an airports and 
airways trust fund comparable 
to the highway fund that built 
the nation’s interstate highway 
system. 


The measure now goes to a 
conference committee for ironi- 
nig out differences between the 
Senate and House versions. The 
House passed its bill 337 to 6 
last year. 


The Animal Protection Insti­ 
tute of America announced to­ 
day it would release previously 
unpublicized photos of beagle 
dogs and other animals being 
forced to inhale cigarett smoke 
to “ prove” smoking causes can- 
cer in humas. 


According to Belton P. Mour- 
as, president of the institute 
based in Sacramento, the pho­ 
tos will be part of a nation­ 
wide campaign using paid news­ 
paper advertisements to pro­ 
test what he termed “ cruel, 
unnecessary and repetitious ex­ 
periments.” 


The smoking beagle research 
was reported earlier this month 
by Drs. F. Cuyler Hammond, 
Chief Biostatistician for the 
American Cancer Society and 
Oscar Auerbach, Pathologist at 
the East Orange, New Jersey 
Veterans Administration Hos­ 
pital. 


“ For two-and-a-half years re­ 
searchers 
made dogs smoke 
themselves to death to prove 
a 
link between smoking and 
cancer—a fact established to 
the U.S. Surgeon General’s sat- 
isfactiai years ago,” Mouras 
said. 
Mouras termed smoking dog 


experiments 
“ unnecessarily 
cruel” , and said that his pic­ 
tures 
would show a beagle 
attached to a smoking machine 
with a plastic cigarette holder 
surgically 
inserted 
in the 
throat. 


“ For obvious reasons these 
shocking pictures were deliber­ 
ately withheld from the public 
by researchers” , Mouras said. 


The ads will also expose the 
little known fact that the ex­ 
periments are continuing.

Stolle let 
Laver take good leads in both 
sets only to rally and go ahead 
with Laver coming back to tie 
the sets 6- 6. 
Laver won the playoff in the 
first set 7-5 and the tie-breaker 
in the second set 12-10. 
Ralston, playing

game in som e tim e, used a 
powerful serv ice to down his 
veteran foe. He broke Gonzales’ 
serve in the first game of the 
first set and in the fourth game 
of the second set. 
Ralston said he had overcome 
a siege of illness and injuries 
which had ham pered his game 
and was in the best physical 
condition in a longtim e.

Kansas State U niversity is 
the latest entrant in the NCAA 
basketball sw eepstakes today 
while Davidson and Texas-El 
Paso are a big step closer to a 
shot at the championship. 
The W ildcats of Kansas State, 
ranked 20th in the country, 
earned a berth in the NCAA 
Midwest regionals by beating 
Colorado, 
79 - 69, Thursday 
night. It m arked the ninth Big 
Eight conference title for Kan­ 
sas State in 15 years. 


Another set of W ildcats, this 
bunch from Davidson, routed 
Virginia M ilitary Institute, 72- 
46, in the opening round of the 
Southern 
Conference 
tour­ 
nament, the winner of which 
gains autom atic entry into the 
East regionals. Davidson swept 
through to the regular season 
title in the Southern C onfer­ 
ence, 
and 
is 
the 
odds-on 
favorite to survive the playoffs 
at C harlotte, N.C. 
Texas-El Paso, winner of the 
NCAA crown in 1966 when the 
school was known as Texas 
W estern, clim bed 
into

Young, 81-70, while Utah was 
dropping a 93-74 verdict to New 
Mexico.

in answer to a printed story by

Freehan 
that 
McLain had hurt the m orale of 
the club because he received 
special privileges. 
“ Some of the plavers are 
trying to use Denny McLain as 
an excuse 
for 
their 
own 
inadequacies,’’ Smith said at 
the T igers’ training camp at 
Lakeland, Fla. “ I don’t think 
McLain got any special privile­ 
ges. I know he didn’t. Denny 
McLain never hurt our m orale. 
He 
wasn’t 
bad for m orale. 
Baltim ore hurt our m orale.’’ 
F reehan's charge appears in 
a book entitled “ Behind the 
M ask” 
which was excerpted 
this week in Sports Illustrated. 
Freehan claim ed that McLain 
often didn’t show up for a game 


until just before gametime and 
that he occasionally wouldn’t 
show up at all if he wasn’t 
scheduled to pitch. McLain was 
suspended indefinitely last week 
by 
Baseball 
Com m issioner 
Bowie Kuhn for alleged gam­ 
bling activities. 
“ I’m tired of being used as a 
scapegoat,’’ 
McLain said in 
answer 
to 
the 
charges 
of 
Freehan. 
“ I’ve 
got 
enough 
problem s 
right 
now without 
w orring what one indiviual is 
w riting in his book.

And a lot of the true sto ries 
involved are not in their true 
context. But th ere’s no way

Oscar is asking so much, accord­ 
ing to one ABA official, none of the teams can afford 
hinri — at present, anyway 
. . The ABA hierarchy 
has been huddling with the 
team owners to see if some­ 
thing can be worked out. 
Another man the ABA 
covets is Bill Russell. The 
league feels part ownership 
and m a y b e the general 
managership of a t e a m 
could lure Russell back to 
basketball . . . The league

What a loss ! 


Security World, the magazine of pro­ 
fessional security administration and 
practice, has come across our desk at a 
rather propitious time in light of this 
week’s Isla Vista rioting and disorder. 
The current issue 
carried an article 
entitled “The Role 
of Cam pus Disorders 
in Civil Disturbance 
Losses” which ought 
to make every tax­ 
payer wince. 
According to the 
article, 
Airing the 
period of January 1 
through August 31, 
1969, 
losses speci­ 
fically traced to cam­ 
pus disorders amounted to $8,946,972 in 
places as diverse as Zap, North Dakota 
and New York, New York. And, we might 
add, Isla Vista, California. 
Campus violence accounted for approx­ 
imately 60 per cent of losses resulting 
from civil disorders and riots through­ 
out the U.S. during the first eight months 
of 1969, according to figures released 
by the American Insurance Association. 
The figures show losses in 122 cities 
in 36 states, plus the District of Colum­ 
bia during that period. 
It is quite easy to understand these 
losses after eye-witnessing the damage 
and disorder in Isla Vista and the ef­ 
fort that was expended by our tax dol­ 
lars to bring some semblance of order. 
Start adding up the costs of 350 law 
enforcement officers for more than 12 
hours of duty on overtime. 
Start adding the costs of broken wind­ 
shields and dented bodies of law en­ 
forcement vehicles. 
Start adding the costs of hundreds 
upon hundreds of windows broken, of 
ransacked offices, of the clean-up of 
the streets and of the nearly 100 police 
vehicles used in such an operation. 
Will the guilty hurlers of the rocks, 
cement chunks, bottles and other projec­ 
tiles pay? Will the arsonist pay if found 
guilty? 
We doubt it and that’s what makes it 
doubly senseless. 
THOUGHTS WHILE SHAVING 
We’ll never forget the stem warning 


to the many police officers going out to 
quell the Isla Vista riot that was given 
by a Sheriff’s Captain. “Gentlemen, 
one thing we don’t want to do is over­ 
react!” He said it two or three times. 
In the face of those rock throwing gangs, 
it would seem that would be almost impos­ 
sible to do . . . Sheriff Jimmy Web­ 
ster had to do some fast requisition­ 
ing for the Lompoc police officers who 


went down to assist in the Isla Vista 
fracas. They didn’t have face masks on 
their helmets . . . Some things strike 
one funny during crisis. When phones 
were ringing all over the place in the 
command post, Sheriff Webster was a 
busy man. When he was called to one 
phone, he came back and commented: 
“That was somebody who wanted to know 
who we should send out for sandwiches.”

The federal govern­ 
ment began keeping 
records in 1906 and 
have since recorded the deaths of over 
1.7 million men, women and children in 
automobile accidents. Since 1930 there 
have been injuries to 79 million oth­ 
ers. 
No particular person — famous or un­ 
known, old or young, guilty or innocent, 
is safe from automobile accidents. 
Victims 
have included 
Margaret 
Mitchell, author of Gone With The Wind, 
who died of injuries after being hit by a 
car near her home in Atlanta, Georgia; 
and 
Winston 
Churchhill, 
who was 
injured in New York when he stepped 
from a taxi and was struck by an auto 
mobile in 1931. 
Not only does an automobile accident 
result in personal grief and suffering 
of the families involved in such a trage­ 
dy, but the senseless slaughter 
and

— today's truths may be tomorrow's irrelevancies!"

maiming of people on our streets and 
highways is a burden on the country’s 
economy. 
In the 30 year period from 1938 to 
1968, the economic loss from U.S. traf­ 
fic accidents has reached $175 billion. 
In 1968 alone there was a loss of $14 
billion — an average of about $283 for 
each family in the U.S. 
The loss figures include such factors 
as lost wages, medical expenses, pro­ 
perty damage and the service costs of 
insurance. The losses are paid for large­ 
ly through insurance companies, but the 
ultimate cost falls back on those who pay 
insurance premiums. 
The first automobile insurance policy 
was written in 1896 and since that time 
insurance 
companies have carried on 
programs to control accidents. 
In 1922 casualty insurance companies 
made the first of annual grants of funds 
to the National Safety Council. That 
was the beginning of the insurance indus­ 
try’s financial support of safety organi­ 
zations. 
High school driver education has be­ 
come a reality as a result ofthe efforts 
of the industry. The first courses grew 
out of insurance - financed research. 
More than 500 insurance companies 
belong to the Insurance Institute for High­ 
way Safety founded in 1959. The insti­ 
tute does not operate directly 
as a 
safety organization, but offers technical 
assistance and cash grants to other safe­ 
ty organizations that are conducting ef­ 
fective programs. 
The concern of the insurance business 
with highway safety is direct and urgent. 
Insurers 
have been 
oencerned for 
some time that unless the steady rise 
in costs of automobile accidents is 
arrested the basic price of insurance 
could become prohibitive and thus affect 
the automobile insurance being conducted 
by private enterprise. 
So insurers have a business interest 
in reducing highway accidents — as well 
as the humanitarian concern.

He is going around 
the country trying to awaken community 
leaders to the urgent demands that sim­ 
ply will not go away no matter how 
much beneficent rhetoric is poured over 
them. And, though he could hardly be 
more unlike the angry new leftists in 
demeanor and background, he does not 
hesitate to suggest what the dire con­ 
sequences will be if those demands are 
ignored. 
Recently Gardner was joined by another 
Republican, Milton Eisenhower, brother 
of the late President and a distinguish­ 
ed educator, in a joint press conference. 
They addressed themselves to the failure 
of the Nixon budget to come up with 
anything like the funds required for hous­ 
ing, health, education, job training. The 
money is simply not there to get at the 
root causes of the profound troubles af­ 
flicting the nation. Coupled with the re­ 
fusal even to consider additional taxes 
to make a realistic start at curing cer­ 
tain deep - seated sickness, the picture 
is a bleak one. 
Eisenhower was the dedicated chair­ 
men of the presidential commission on 
crime and violence. After 18 months of 
hearings, following the assassination of 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, the commission 
concluded that anti-crime laws, tighten­ 
ed police measures, can be at best a 
stopgap. Until the fundamental causes of 
degrading poverty and all its consequeno 
es are attacked crime will proliferate 
as cancer cells proliferate until the 
body is destroyed. 
The Urban Coalition Action Council 
under Gardner’s direction has had some 
conspicuous successes. Leaders of in­ 
dustry and labor were marshalled to 
save the Office of Economic Opportun­ 
ity from destruction by the House of 
Representatives. The council helped to 
bring changes in legislation on the foun­ 
dations, 
which otherwise would have 
made it all but impossible for founda­ 
tion money to support voter - registra­ 
tion programs. Working with other in­ 
terested organizations the council pushed 
for full funding for the new housing act. 
As he goes around the country Gard­ 
ner finds the chief enemy is apathy. 
This goes with the wishfol belief that 
things are being taken care of. Stiff 
anti • crime laws — cracking down on 
the criminals, the disrupters, the agita­ 
tors — will take care of it. Anyone can 


look around and see that things are im­ 
proving under the Republicans. 
The present moment may be no more 
than a lull in the storm. The college 
campuses have in recent months been 
comparatively quiet. But authorities in­ 
volved in school administration with 
whom this reporter talked believe that 
renewed large - scale protest is not only 
possible but probable in the months 
ahead. A great deal depends on the rate 
of withdrawal from Vietnam and on furth­ 
er contemplated changes in the draft 


law that would deny exemptions to col­ 
lege students. 
It may be that in the Nixon era all 
is for the best in what is soon to be­ 
come the best possible of worlds. But 
two men with extraordinary knowledge 
of what lies beneath the surface are en­ 
tering their dissent. To ignore them is 
to risk the kind of rude awakening that 
can further divide a divided and trou­ 
bled people.

At-home ills 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
On analysis, President Nixon’s 1971 
budget turns out to be a very radical 
document indeed. 
It will, by what it forecasts several 
years down the pike, result in a radical 
reorientation of how the government ap­ 
proaches crime, welfare, race, education 
and rehabilitation of the unfortunate. 
Take Nixon’s new 
hard attack on crime. 
It would be easy to 
focus on the new em­ 
phasis on w ire-tap­ 
ping and on refusing 
bail 
to some men

awaiting trial, or on

or the sought - for -

for police in some 
cases to enter without knocking or to em­ 
phasize that in two short years Nixon is 
doubling the federal lawandorderbudget 
to $1.2 billion. 
In actuality, more than half the (two- 
year) $600 million budget increase will 
go for an all - out attack on organized 
crime, for job training and other reha­ 
bilitation projects for men and women 
sent to prison, for educating and train­ 
ing police officers, improving courts, 
research, for new approaches on crime 
prevention and juvenile delinquency and 
on studies on why people become aggres­ 
sive, violent and destructive. 
The over-all law-and-order emphasis 
in the budget actually shifts a notch 
from the individual criminal to organized 
crime, from the minor criminal to the 
boss criminal, from punishment to re­ 
habilitation and from catching criminals 
to preventing crime. The implication in 
this budget is that these shifts will grow 
larger in the future. 
The 1971 budget sets the stage for ma­ 
jor changes in education, job training 
and welfare. 
It calls for sharply expanded research 
programs on why such a high percent­ 
age of job trainees don’t get jobs, why 
Head Start preschoolers (from impover­ 
ished hbmes) so frequently slip back in 
their studies when they graduate from 
the program, 
why federally financed 
dropout programs don’t keep a higher 
percentage 
of students in school. It 
emphasizes an array of experimental 
schools to develop, test and demonstrate 
new approaches. 
The significance here is that, up to now, 
a pittance of our national education and 
training spending has gone into research. 
If our experience in space, medical and 
industrial laboratories has any parallel, 
these studies will lead in this decade 
to radical new techniques. 
The proposed Family Assistance Pro­ 
gram would commit $4.4 billion in its 
first full year of operation for what 
amounts to a guaranteed minimum in­ 
come for poor families with children. 
This point to note is that FAP is one 
of a handful of programs being readied 
that would provide the needy with funds 
rather than aid-in-kind on the theory 
that the government is very inefficient 
in distributing services and more effi­ 
cient in distributing funds. If the system 
works, it could mean eventually the elim­ 
ination of much of the bureaucratic over­ 
head that today soaks up such a high 
proportion of our welfare money. 
It also tests the much • debated thesis 
that those on welfare can be trusted 
with money (without detailed supervi­ 
sion) and that they will work If given 
the chance when there is an incentive. 


The budget increases from $16 mil­ 
lion in 1968 to $92 million in 1971 the 
money spent on “family planning” (birth 
control) services to the poor, with the 
promise that within the next five years 
this service will be doubled again to 
serve 5 million poor women. 
With some authorities estimating that 
25 to 30 per cent of all babies born 
are neither planned nor wanted, and with 
most unplanned • unwanted births pre­ 
sumably occurring among the poor, this 
dramatic expansion of birth control aid 
could result in major population changes 
in this country in the years ahead. 
Listed above are a few samplings, 
picked at random, from Nixon’s 1971 
budget proposals. But they give the flav­ 
or. As these programs grow (and they 
have built-in growth factors) they will 
greatly change the government’s ap­ 
proach to the major domestic problems 
of our time.
